Aguinaldo to-day sent a courier into the 
American lines, praying for a cessation of 
bostilities and begging a conference with 
Gen. Otis. 

The communication has been ignored up 
to the time of filing this dispatch, and it | 
is probable Gen. Otis will disregard it until 
instructed from Washington as to his prop- 
er course, 

The last skirmich was at Caloocan, 
miles from the city, where the insurgents 
were driven out by the Twentieth Kansas 
and shells from the gunboats. The Kansas 
regiment lost two killed and six wounded. 
Filipino loss heavy, but exact number not 
known.

Constitution Materially Changed by 
the Supreme Council.

HANNIBAL, Mo., Feb. 8.—The Supreme 
Council of the Kinghts of Father Mathew

APOLOGY IN OPEN COURT STOPS 
HIS LIBEL SUIT. 


CHIEF JUSTICE HAS A WORD. 


-He Points Out That He, Too, Has Suf- 
fered by Reason of Incor- 
rect Reports. 


LONDON, Feb. 8.—In the Queen’s Bench 
Division of the High Court of Justice, to- 
day, before the Lord Chief Justice of 


a special jury was heard the suit of William 
Waldorf Astor against the Daily Mail of 
this city to recover 1000 pounds damages 
for a libel which “held him up to ridicule 
and contempt.” 

There was an imposing array of counsel 
on both sides. Sir Edward Clarke, Q. C., 
counsel for the plaintiff, said the libel was 
Published on Oct. 18 last and was headed 

“Mr. Astor’s Strange Dinner Party.’”’ It 
declared, the counsel continued; that as 


the outcome of wager of 50 pounds 
with Gen. Owen Williams, Mr. 
Astor brought the trunk of a California 
redwood tree here and gave a dinner party 
at Cliveden around it. A fictitious list of 
guests, counsel said, was published, and, 
indeed, the whole details, except the mere 
fact that Mr. Astor browght the tree _to 
England, was an effort of the imagination 
and Mr. Astor claimed he was thereby 
neld up to the public as ‘a foolish and 
ridiculous person.’’ 

Mr. Astor then took the stand and con- 
firmed Sir Edward Clarke’s statements. He 
added that many of the guests mentioned 
were unknown to him, and he expressed 
the belief that some of them did not exist. 
The matter caused him great annoyance, 
but he was always willing to accept an 
apology. Thereupon the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice asked if was not possible for an apol- 
ogy to be given at that stage of the pro- 
ceedings. 

The Rt. Hon. Edward Henry Carson, 
Q. C., formerly Solicitor-General for Ire- 
land, in behalf of Alfred Charles Harms+ 
worth, principal proprietor of the Daily 
Mail and other papers, said his client was 
always ready and willing to apologize. 

“Whether the matter published is a libel 
or not,” the Lord Chief Justice remarked, 
“is a question for the jury to decide, but 
surely it is proper te apologize for giving 
annoyance.” 

“My clients,” said Mr. Carson, “while 
they do not admit the libel, are anxious not 
to publish anything which may cause an- 
novance,”’ 

“It cannot be said,” replied the Lord 
Chief Justice, ‘‘that these. personal para- 
graphs are not sometimes very annoying. 
This is the fringe of a very large question. 
One cannot fail to see that there is a 
growing fashion, perhaps copied from the 
press’ with which Mr. Astor is better ac- 
quainted than we are (laughter), of pub- 
lishing personal paragraphs which are very 
annoying. 

“A paragraph appears in a newspaper 
this morning regarding myself (laughter), 
erroneously stating that I forced my car- 
riage through the horse guards’ passage 
notwithstanding the opposition of the 
guards, and an American paper, the other 
day, described a painful incident in my 
career. It sa'd ‘t had been my duty, in the 
position of President of the Divorce Court, 
to pronounce a divorce decree between my- 
self and my first wife. As a matter of 
fact I have only had one wife and she is 
alive now. We have never been divorced 
and I am not President of the Divorce 
Court.”” (Laughter).

NEW ZEALAND LAW IN FAVOR. 


-Infcrmal Committee of Republicans 


and Democrats Try to Draft an 
Effective Measure. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Feb. 8.—The labor 
troubles at Pana and Virden are being un- 
officially inquired into by a committee con- 
sisting of Senators Berry and Shumway 
and Representatives Allen, Drew, Alschu- 
ler and McLauchlan. t 

The object of the committee Is to secure 
passage of a law that will compel parties 
to a labor controversy to settle their differ- 
ences by arbitration. The New Zealand 
arbitration law was taken as a basis for 
the discussion. This law requires parties 
to a labor controversy to submit their dif- 
ferences to a board of arbitration and to 
give bonds in advance for the faithful per- 
formance of the decree of the arbitrating 
body. The committee decided to draft a 
bill on the subject, to be reported and in- 
troduced next week. 

The chief difficulty encountered is the 
constitutional barrier in the way of com- 
pelling parties to submit their dispute to 
arbitration, a difficulty which doeg not ex- 
ist in New Zealand. 

At the street railway hearing before the 
Senate committee, Newton A. Partridge of 
the Chicago Civic Federation made an ad- 
dress yesterday. A subcommittee was ap- 
pointed, to which all street railway bills 
will be referred. This committee consists 
of Hall, Campbell, May, Berry and Leeper. 

The Committee on Horticulture reported, 
with the recommendation that it pass the 
bill introduced by Mr. Lewis to prevent 
the introduction and spread in Illinois of 
the San Jose scale and other dangerous 
insects and contagious diseases of fruit. 

The House Committee on Agriculture or- 
dered a favorable report on Mr. Trow- 
bridge’s bill repealing the sparrow bounty 
law. 

The House Committee on Municipal Cor- 
porations agreed to report favorably the 
Vincent bill requiring street cars to be 
provided during the months of November, 
December, January, February and March 
with a screen or vestibule to protect mo- 
tormen, conductors and gripmen from wind 
and storm. 

Senater Brenheit has introduced a bill 
amending the child employment act by 
providing that no child under the age of 
16 years shall be employed to exceed sixty 
hours per week, and providing penalties 
for violations of the act; also, a bill re- 
quiring employers of women to: furnish 
seats on which their employes may rest 
when not actively employed. 

By Senator McConnel, a bill appropriat- 
ing $2000 in aid of James F. Green of Jack- 
sonville, injured by the explosion of a rifle 
at the Camp Lincoln rifle range. 

In the House the following bills were in- 
troduced: 

Alling—To entitle women to vote at any 
election under the general or special 
school laws of the State.

THE SENATE’S GILDED PROMISE 
TO M’ENERY. 


HIS RESOLUTION FAILS TO PASS. 


REPUBLICAN SENATORS HAVE 
TURNED IT DOWN. 


Shrewd Game in Politics by Which 
Enough Votes Were Secured to 
Ratify the Treaty and Two 
Senators Hoodwinked. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—There i no 
question that Senator McEnery of Louisi- 
ana is a “‘come-on.”” He bought a gold 
brick, paying therefor the high price of- 
fered, and Senator McLaurin bought this 
brick as well. It was gilded with promise, 
but the veneering was so light that the 
handling of a few hours rubbed it off, and 
it has disappeared altogether. 

The gold brick was the promise made to 
Senator McEnery that his resolution dis- 
claiming any intention to annex the Phil- 
ippines or establish a permanent govern- 
ment there should be passed. 

Senator McEnery is anxious to be the 
next Governor of Louisiana. He has a bit- 
ter fight before him in Louisiana and he 


needs all the help he can get. 

Wherefore, when Mark Hanna went to 
the Senate and promised him a large 
amount of federal patronage in Louisiana, 
it was an appeal to the oid gentleman's 
weakest point. With the power of nam- 
ing men for fine government offices, at 
his command, he could build up a powerful 
machine and gain a distinct advantage over 
his opponents. 

But it is only justice to Senator McEn- 
ery to say that he had never voted to rat- 
ify the tieaty had not the promise 
been made that the United States had no 
intention of annexing the Philippines should 
be passed. Of course the disposition of the 
far-off islands was the only point at issue, 
and if the Senator from Louisiana could be 
certain what could be done with them he 
would have had an excuse. 

There is not any doubt that the suspicion 
was born in his mind that he might be 
tricked. This is shown by the fact that he 
asked to have his resolution passed be- 
fore the treaty was ratified. And he might 
have been made more suspicious by re- 
fusal of Senator Lodge to consent to this. 

But who could suspect the secholariy 
Lodge, the writer of histories, the man of 
great wealth? Could he be guilty of hood- 
winking an old man anxious to do what he 
considered right? Of a certainty Senator 
Lodge reassured Senator McEnery; told 
him that his resolution would surely pass 
ane persuaded him to vote for the treaty 

rst. 

The Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge proved him- 
self to be what is called in certain circles 
an able “hand-shaker.” 

Senator McLaurin of South Carolina, who 
has as fine curly hair as was ever worn 
on the stage, was also a victim of the con- 
fidence game, although he felt the pressure 
of some of his constituents who sent him 
many telegrams during the day urging him 
to vote for ratification. 

It was only when the direct promise was 
given to f£enator McEnery that the dis- 
claimer resolution should be passed that 
McLaurin decided that he could honestly 
vote for the treaty. All he desired was the 
certainty that it was not the intention to 
annex the islands or to establish a perma- 
nent government there. Therefore it will 
be seen that Senator McLaurin was bun- 
coed to a greater degree than Senator Mc- 
Enery, for the former received absolutely 
nothing, while Mark. Hanna can be de- 
pended upon to keep his promise about fed- 
eral patronage made to McEnery. 

The way in which Mr. Hanna stood by 
Wimberly of New Orleans is sufficient 
guarantee of this. 

Then, there is another, Senator Kenney 
of Delaware. Last Saturday he was an 
uncompromising opponent of ratification.

LYNCHING BILLS KILLED. 


Indiana Legislature Not Ready to Act 
Against Mob Law. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 8.—The town- 
ship reform bill will come up for final ac- 

tion next week. 

Senator Culbert’s bill for the employment 
of convict labor in the State prison at 
Michigan City was passed. It provides that 
the convicte may be put at work in various 
ways on State account. 

The James anti-lynching bill, providing 
for the offering of a reward of $300 by the 
County Commissioners for the arrest and 


lynching or murder where the authorities 
are in the dark as to the criminals, and 


that the next of kin to a person lynched 
may recover from the county where the 
lynching occurs in the sum of $10,000, were 
killed in committee.

DEFINITION IS A DIFFICULTY. 


Senate and House Committees Want 
to Know What Is Negotiable. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFDBRSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 8—The 
Senate Committee on Private Corporations 
and the House Committee on Banks and 


Banking to-day appointed Senator Haynes 
of St. Joseph and Representative Cleary of 
Kansas City a sub-committee to prepare a 
bill concerning the whole subject of nego- 
tiable instruments, and defining exactly 
what is a negotiable instrument and what 
is not. A bill prepared by the committee 
follows the New York law on the gubpect 
and has 197 sections. The first section gives 
the main features. The others take up the 
sub-divisions in detail. The first section fol- 
lows: 

An instrument to be negotiable must con- 
form to the following requirements: 

It must be in writing and signed by the 
maker or drawer. 
It must contain an unconditional promise 
or order to pay a certain sum of money 

Must be payable on demand, or at a cer- 
tain fixed or determinable future time; 

Must be payable to order or to bearer; 


nd, 

‘ Where the instrument is addressed to a 
drawee, he must be named or otherwise in- 
dicated theron with reasonable certainty. 
Senator Wilson introduced a bill requiring 
collectors of revenue to certify correct 
statement to the county clerks all revenue 
collected, and is calculated to prevent any 
mistakes being made which would likely 
cause law suits, and placing a penalty on 
such collectors for violation of same. Sen- 
ator Morton introduced a Dill providing 
that insurance companies shall have the 
right to insure banks. brokers and county 
treasurers against burglary, daylight rob- 
bery and money in transit.

REMARKABLE SIGHT AT ALTON. 


River Frozen Over as It Has Not Been 
in Thirty Years. 

The Mississippi presents at Alton now the 
picture of a great river, bridged and beau- 
tiful with ice. It is such a picture as the 
people of Alton have not seen for 30 years 


—with sledges, and sleighs, and teams, and 
men crossing between the flelds of the ice 
harvest and the city, the thick breath of 
the water rising here and there like smoke 
from airholes, which are the river’s lungs, 
the little army of workmen sawing and 
sluicing and storing the ice, and the sub- 
stance refiecting a silver glint from the 
glare of the winter sun. 

Rivermen say it has been 30 years since 
the stream froze as it has frozen this year. 
Just in front of the city the blockade of 
floes above left a great expanse of open 
water, running so swiftly it seemed it could 
not freeze. But id, and now there are 
from eight to ten inches of ice in mid- 
stream, and the bridge is strong enough to 
bear the weight of horses and loaded sleds. 

The ice harvest is the great industry at 
Alton this week. Many hundreds of men 
are at work at it, and they will be busy as 
long as the weather permits. There are 
great storehouses in which the workmen 
will place innumerable tons of jce, and 
when these are filled ice will be shipped to 
Other storehouses further South. It is not 
more than once in 10 years that there is 
such an ice crop s0 far south on the Mis- 
Sissippi as Alton, and the harvest will con- 
ee seven days in the week as long as it 
as 

The Missouri River, above its junction 
with the Mississippi, presents a larger ex- 

anse of sandbars than ice, for the cold 
as seemingly shut off the Big Muddy’s 
source of supply, and it is very low and 
would freeze to the bottom but for the 
rapid current.

DENVER, Col., Feb. 8 -— The effort to 
keep the “High Line’ of the Colorado & 
Southern open between Como and Lead- 
ville has been abandoned. The cuts are 
filled with snow and the rotary has been 
returned to Como, to remain until the 
weather moderates and the storms cease. 
The line between Denver and Como will be 
kept open.
